CONCENTRATED CAPITAL. 



A correspoudent of the "Grapliic" 
believes the world's greatest peril to 
flow from tho accumulation of wealth 
in " iho" hauds of the Rothschilds. 
Their property lifts increased during a, 
hundred years at the rate of 11 per 
cent. only. The writer believes they 
cannot make 11 per cent, but thinks 
they can insure themsolveB at 5 por 
cent. Then ho shows tho danger as 
it occurs to hiin. 

The entire wealth of tho United 
States by tho last census was $30,000,- 
000,000. If that should continue to 
grow at tho rato of 3^ per cent, per 
annum, it would amount in 1976 to 
$930,000,000,000. But .in the sanie 
pariod, if the wealth of tho .Roths- 
childB should continuo to increase at 
the ' present rate of eleven por cent, 
they will have accumulated property 
toVthe value of $90,000,000,000,000, 
and will then be 100 times as wealthy 
as the whole United States — will pos- 
sess, in fact, §10,000 for every man, 
woman and child then living on the 
face of the'gldbo, and $3,000 for every 
dollar of public debt now owed by all 
the world. 

The Rothschilds; then, mako one 
and a half por cent, per annum, more 
than the world makes. In 100 years 
the Rothschilds will be worth certainly 
riot less than $100,000,000,000,000, a 
sum 200 times as groat as the present 
crtjbt of tho United Statos. Tho ratio 
of increase of their wealth to the in- 
crease of tho world's wealth is 131 to 
31. Assuming tho capital of the 
whole world to-day to bo $1,000,000,- 
000,000, or 333 times as great as 
that of the Rothschilds, in one 
hundred years it would bo $31,000,- 
000,000,000, or only 77 times as great; 
in 200 years, only 18 times as groat; 
in throe hundred yoars, only five 
times as great; whilo in four hundred 
years the world's wealth and that of 
the Rothschilds will bo about equal. 
But if the Rothschilds have $400,000,- 
000,000,000, in 1976 they will be the 
masters, of the world. Population 
eats up wealth and itself too, but 
capitalieeds on nothing and consumes 
nothing. It; is tho groutoat of econo- 
mizers. Now, suppose that Russia tre- 
bles her population iu ouo hundred 
years, tho Uuitad States quadruples 
hers, and Germany doublos hors. The 
mastery, of tlia world would thon bo iu 
tlio hands 'of thrco powers, numbering 
an -aggregate population of five hundred 
million., with a total military forco of 
sixteen million soldiers, for tho hiro of 
whom tlio Rothschilds will bo ablo to 
spare ono thousand two hundred and 
fifty dollars n yoar from their animal in- 
come, or if they need to buy thorn out- 
right could pay twonty-fivo thousand 
dollas a head for them. In other words 
in one hnndrod years from now tho 
wealth of tU<e Rothschilds will bo so 
groat that it will bo able to defend itself 
against attack, just as oven now it is so 
great as to bo ablo to insure itself against 

, ACURI^MEDICAITCASE. 

Orer. two years ago at Adrian a 
littie hoy about two and ahalf years 
old, son of Sylvester Blossom, was 
playing with his sister older than him- 
aplf in tho yard near by a leech of 
ashes' which had boon sot up and from 
which strong lyo was dripping in a 
kettle. . The little fellow had a clay 
pipe and his sistor told him the lyo 
was molasses, and ho dipped up some 
in tho pipo ' bowl and ' innocently 
swallowed it. His screams of pain 
brought his frightoned mothor to the 
spot 'at ouco, and us soon as possible 
a physician was snfnmonod, who ad- 
ministered antidotes to save tho little 
sufferer, and counteract tho influence 
of the lyo, but tho. groat harm had 
boon dono and tho child was in a most 
pitnme condition./ For a time it was 
thought ho must die, as no nourish- 
ment could ' bo kept upon his stomach 
at all Ho finally bocainb enabled to 
keep dqwn & little milk, and lingerod 
along for' mouths. Tho best physicians 
of -Adrian and many prominent medi- 
cal men from abroad wero in turn 
galled upon and treated him, but none 



osphagus or tube passage-way leading 
to tho stomach has gradually contract- 
ed until it is now not moro than one- 
eight of an inch in diameter. Por a 
while an ogg was mixed with his milk, 
and occasionally some beef ten given 
him, but usually the stomach rejected 
it, and if the least particle of solid 
substance was eaten it invariably 
chocked him. Finally ho was givon 
milk alone, and ho is now quite a 
strong boy and otherwise apparently 
healthy. Ho eats, or rather drinks, 
three quarts of mdk por day, and this 
constitutes his entire food. If he 
happens to got any substanco iu this 
passngo-way and gets strangled ho 
gots relief by having his arms jerked 
suddenly upwards, when tho obstruc- 
tion is expollod. 

CASK MAKINgTTy" MACHINERY. 

Tho London Times of Feb. 24 says: 
"Messrs. A. Ransomo & Co., of Stanley 
Works, King's Road, Cholsea, invited a 
party of gontlomon on Wednoatluy to in- 
spect their now completed machinery for 
tlio manufacture of -casks. Tho whole 
process was conducted within a siuglo 
shed, whoro by successive machines, at- 
tended eithor by boys or unskilled work- 
mon, tho staves wore cut out, shaped and 
fitted; tho hoops puuohed, splayed, and 
bont; tho heads planed, ovalod, and bov- 
oled, and the several parts, first roughly 
put together by hand labor, compressed 
and united with the greatest possiblo 
firmness. Every portion of each cask 
boing littod to tho rest with mathemat- 
ical acouritcy, tho complotod work is far 
hotter, strongor, and tighter than "any- 
thing which oau bo turned out by tho 
most skilled hand labor, and tho saving: 
in cost is ovou moro remarkable than tho 
improvement in qnulity. According to a 
calculation supplied by tho firm to thoir 
visitors, tho prosout cost, of making 600 
hogsheads a week by hard labor wonld 
bo £141 5s., or 4s. Slid, each, whilo tho 
cost of making thorn by machinery would 
bo £55, or Is. lOd. each. In this esti- 
mate no allowance is made for coals, oil, 
or wear aud toar of plant, becauso . tho 
total amount of thesj expenses would bo 
less than that of EBo truss hoops , and 
other matters required in a hand cooper- 
age of tho sizo supposod. Tho machine 
plant for GOO hogsheads a week would 
cost £3,500, so that tho statod wcokly 
saving of £85 5s. in labor would afford a 
very largo return upon the outlay, even 
without considering tho superior quality 
of tho casks and tho avoidanco of tho 
breakago and wasto of wood which ocaur 
in tho hand manufacture. Th"6 workmen 
who wore employed on Wednesday wero 
nono of thorn skilled coopers, and thoy 
had only had a week's practice with tho 
machines; but tho oasks which thoy made 
were subjected to tho soverest tosts by 
some of tho visitors, and were declared 
to bo in ovory respect entirely satisfacto- 
ry. It would seem as if tho trado of 
journeymen coopers was in somo danger 
of boing altogether extinguished by Buch 
powerful rivalry. . ' .

Mr! Ro88;'j(Middlo$ex) moved that the 
roBolfitiou to concur therein l^o amended! 
by ftdding.tno following wofds: — "And 
whilo^ grafting this sum tho House do- 
I sires to re'eord its viow that the arrange- 
Iments for tho eonntruction of the Canadi- 
au Pacific railway should be such as the 
resources of tho country would permit 
without, increasing tho oxistiug rate of 
taxation." 

Mr. P.'a.mb s/dd that in previous reso-i 
lution tho policy had boon adoptod that 
the "Paoifio railway shSivld only be pro- 
ceeded with as fast as could bo douo 
without- increasing tho taxation of tho 
country; but in tho A.et of 187-t tho pres- 
ent Grovornmont doparted from that prin- 
oiplo, and ' in the preamble of that mon- 
suro increased taxation was referred to 
as one of tho measures by which that, 
great wdvk was to bo prosecuted, Ho 
undertook to say as ono knowing some- 
thing of railway cntorpriseB, that few par- 
ties' would bo found willing to enter into 
a contract tinder the terms of 187-i. Al- 
though it was not wished to increase tho 
taxation on account of tho work, yet it 
was necessary to carry put tho piudgo 
made to British Columbia. . ■ 
■ Mr. DoOosmos hold that tho quostion 
of taxation ought not to brought into con- 
sideration in tho carrying out of Canada's 
obligations. If tho resolution was not 
equivalent td repudiation it was worth 
loss. Ho felt that tho Government were 
too wise to adopt the resolution of tho 
member for Middlesex. He referred to 
tho speech of the Pir t Minister on the 
Pacific railway as leaving tho House in a 
fog; Ho thought it ought to have boon 
stated where tho road would bo com- 
moncod, and whether it .would bo com- 
menced this sear or not. Ho argued 
against Bnrrard Inlet and in favor of Bute 
Inlet as tho western terminus. Ho then 
reviewed the subject generally. 
- A division was taken and tho amend- 
ment was carried. Yeas, 1-19; nays, 10. 
I Nays — Messrs. Cnrrior,DoOosmos, Far- 
row, Jones (L^eds), Mitchell, Piatt, fopo, 
Thompson (Cariboo) ," Wallace (Norfolk), 
Wrigbt (Ottawa). Total, 10... .'■ 

Mr, Mitchell said ho had voted agninst 
tho amendment because it was almost 
identical with one whioh had been carri- 
ed by the late Government. Ho held, 
howovcr, that in one rospect tho amend- 
ment just ndd*ptod differed from tho reso- 
lution proviously carried. Tho effect of 
(ho amendment "was to exenoo tho Gov- 
. eminent if they did" nothing during tho 
coming yoar toward tho construction, of 
the Pacifio Bailway, a work .which it was 
his hoart's desire to see ca'rriod ont in 
accordance with the compact with Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

! Mr. Ouirnet said tho Conservative par- 
ty were anxious to see the Pacific railway 
built, but thoy did not want to see the 
country ruined-in carrying out tho work. 
The Government had told the Houso that 
it would take 3150,000,000 to bnild what 
would only bo a temporary and incom- 
plete road, and ho did not want to seo 
this largo sum, which would necessitate 
increased taxation, spout for such a road. 

Mr. Miiadonahl (Toronto) contended 
that the presont Government wore anxi- 
ous to build tlio Pacifio railway, but in 
such a way as not to ruin tho country. 
He thought that in adopting this amend- 
ment tho House dad dono ono of tho host 
things it had done this session. 

Mr. Thompson (Oariboo) said ho had 
thought from tho expressions that had 
hitherto fallen from tho Promier and his 
supporters that thoy intended to build 
tho Pacifio -ailway in suoh a way as not to 
injure the country, but after tho motion 
which had just been adopted he believed 
that thero wa3 no intention on the part of 
the Government or people of Canada to 
build the road within the present or next 
century. He believed now that tho peo- 
ple of Canada had seduced British Col- 
umbia into tho Union with a deliberate 
intention of repudiating tho engugomeat 
they ontered into with her, and tho vote 
of to-night hod convinced him that nei- 
ther th« Government nor tho Opposition 
in this Houso wished to see the bargain 
fulfilled. Ho thought tho Government 
of Canada (mould take advantage of tho 
Insolvency Aot which was passed last 
session, and at onco deolare to Groat 
Britain that this country was insolvent 
so that appeal to Grout Britain would not 
affect it. Ho contended that there was 
no danger of the building of tho Pacifio 
railway ruining the country, but on tho 
contrary it would bo a protitablo specula- 
tion. Ho concluded by saying Unit ho 
hoped ho would nob"livo to sou tho day 
when another Hag than that of Great 
Britain floated ovor tho soil of British 
Columbia, but if tho Ministry, tho Oppo- 
sition, and tho poopio of Canada deliber- 
ately heaped insult upon that Province 
and refused to carry out their plighted 
faith with it, ho (Mr. Thompson) told 
tho poopio here that much as it would 
griovo him, much as it would griovo 
every loyal heart in British Columbia 
that such a thing should occur, thoy need 
not be surprised to seo, within a year, in 
that Province) another ilag Where now tho 
British ensign floats. 

Mr. L;»ngovin said that the bargain to 
build tho Pacific railway was not one 
made with British Columbia alono, but 
with tho Whole of Canada. Ho pbinted to 
tho fact that Parliumoht decided by tho 
Act of 1872 that tho railway should be 
prpcooded with so fast only as not to in- 
crease tho than rato of taxation. The 
amendment which had just been adoptod 
provided ihat tho carrying out of tho 
work should not increase tho now exist 
ing rato of taxation, and that was 2% per 
cent, more than it was in 1872, so that 
tho amendinont gavo tho poopio of Brit- 
ish Columbia hotter security than thoy 
had boforo for tho railway boing built. 
With reference to tho closing roniarks of 
tho member for Cariboo, ho said that ho 
(Mr. Langovin) know tho poopio of Brit- 
ish Columbia to bo most loyal to tho 
Britisli Crown, and though thoy might 
grumblo, as it was tho privilego of all 
Britons to do, thoy would not dosert 
their flag under which thoy now livo and 
of whioh thoy are justly proud.

Monday, April 24, 1876. 
. Mr. Speaker took tlie ohair ut 2 p: tat 

Mr. Smitho asked loavo to introduce 
"An Act respecting Boundary Fences and 
Water Courses.'' 

Xeave was granted and the Bill was 
reud a first time; second reading on Wed- 
nesday next. 

PRIVILEGE, 

J^r. Tolinio asked that the standing 
orders' bo " suspended to enable him to 
move a resolution for a return of the trust 
deedj lotters patent, kis,, constituting the 
Cemetery Board. Leave granted and re- 
solution carried. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott asked leave to lay over 
the real estate tax bill, and the wild laud 
tax bill till to-morrow. 
'..Mr. Ash submitted that as the bills 
■would affect trade thoy should origiuato 
in committee of tbo whole. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott felt confident that 
there was nothing irregular in the man- 
ner of introducing the bills which would 
of course be- ultimately referred to tho 
committee on ways and moans, 
f Mr. Speaker ruled that the manner in 
■which tho bills wore introduced was in 
order. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said the Into 
Govarnmont had introduced bills, similar 
in nature to thoso now referred to, in 
"precisely tho samo manner. Tho road tax 
bill for instance originated from tho late 
Government and no objection was taken 
to the method of introduction. That was 
•when the lion, momber for Coruox was 
Provincial Secretary and of course if tho 
method were irrogular now it was thou, 
and consequently every dollar tho late 
Government collected under that act 
should be refunded. (Laughter). Thon 
again there was the loan bill, also tho 
offspring of the late Government. It was 
most strange that the member forComox, 
of all others Bhould object. (Hoar). 

Mr. Speaker said lio had already decid- 
ed tho question. 

, beaven's folly, 

Mr. Boaven moved, whereas, tho Vol- 
unteer Fire Department of Victoria City 
are at present compo.Ued to pay ground 
rent for certain lots in Victoria City for 
the use of their buildings; and, whereas, 
there exists a vacant pieco of land bo- 
tweon the Nortli bonndry of Tembroko 
Street and Section 3, Victoria District, 
said pioco of land having, as known on 
the official map of Victoria City, a fron- 
tage of about CO feet on Government 
Street, bo it Eesolved, That all tho va- 
cant Crown land between the northern 
boundry of Pombroko Street and Section 
■3, Victoria District, bo surveyed and 
staked out on tho ground by tho Survey- 
or-General, and laid down and numbered 
on tho official map of Victoria City; and 
that it bo transferred, free of cost, to tho 
Victoria Fire Department. 

Mr. Spoakor rulod that tho resolution 
■was entiroly out of order, inasmuch as it 
proposed to appropriate Crown land, or 
in effect public revenue, aud therefore 
could only emanate from tho Government 
not from a private member. 

Mr. Boavon— Well, then, I can only say 
I hopo that my lion, friend tho Promior 
•will bring tho matter up. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— Why did not the 
eonior member for Victoria City do so 
■when ho was in otlico and had so good an 
opportunity of making tho gift? (Hoar 
Hear). 

THE LIBRARY. 

Mr. Ash moved that a Select Committeo 
be appointed .to take chargo of tbo Li- 
brnry of this Houho, with authority to 
direct the oxpeudicnrn of any appropria- 
tion granted by the .Legislature for the 
uses of tho Library ; such Committee to 
consist of Messrs. Mara, Davio, Tolmio, 
Walkom and Ash.— Carried. 

T1MUEU OCJTTINd LEASES. 

Mr. Tolmio moved for Koturns of all 
Lands applied for, or now hold, for tim- 
ber outting purposes; giving reasons for 
rofusal when applications for land for 
such purposos have.not been granted, and 
Shewing date aud term of leaso.with name 
■ of lessoo, also conditions of loaso; to- 
gothor with_.aH olhor information in pos- 
session of tho Land Office, on tho subject 
of timber cutting leases. The hon. mover 
said that tho information had boon asked 
for laBt session but that tho lato Govorn- 
. rnont had withhold it from membors until 
aftor tho adjournment of tho Houso. 
The motion was seconded by Mr.Smith 
nd carried. 

TUB LANE-KUKTZ CO. 

Mr. Evans moved that instructions be

boo, to post up Notioo3 of Cancellation 
on tho works of tho Lano and Kurtz Co.; 
on William Creek, if found that thoy 
have not complied with the tonus of lease. 
Tho hon. mover said that rfo know that 
tho company had entirely suspendod 
Operations since July 1871, but thoy wore 
still allowed to hold miles of William 
Creek. Ho rogrettod tho Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works had rof used, 
in reply to his two questions on former 
occasions, to give- him such information 
as he dasirod on t'lis matter aud he be- 
liovod it was only fair that tho leaso 
should bo cancelled. «C 

Mr. Walkom, seooudod tho motion. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that tho Govern- 
ment had never refused to uuswer any 
reasonable. question put by any hon. 
momber, and ho regarded the resolution 
moyed by tho junior mombor for Cariboo 
as a piece of importiuont intorforenoe in 
tho dutios of tho oxeoutivo. (Hoar hoar.) 
It was tantamount to an insult; and in re- 
ality said that tho Government did not 
know how to fulfil their duty and the 
hou.,moyer would teach thorn. Ho would 
decidedly opposo any suoh intrusion and 
yoto against tho resolution. (Hoar.) 
' Mr. Walkem failed to^rogard tho reso- 
lution as importiuont and did not think 
tho hon. tho Promior would havo used 
that expression out of tho Houso. He 
did not agroo howover with tho movor 
that the Chief Commissioner ' could havo 
answered his formor questions moro ful- 
ly, but ho thought that tho rosolntion 
now moved was well groundod and should 
be supported. 

Mr. Smitho said that tho resolution was 
equivalent to striking a blow at tho prin- 
ciples of responsible government and it 
would ill become tho Houso to force any 
such resolution on tho administration. 

Hon. Mr. Veinou said it was very far 
from his intention to allow tho resolution 
to pass (hear, hear). Ho believed that tho 
mover of it had been treated with every 
courtesy by tho Government, and his re- 
marks were entirely uncalled for. On a 
previous occasion ho (Mr. Vernon) had 
told him that he would oorumunioata 
with tho Gold Commissioner at Cariboo 
and it was usual in tho country that ho 
came from, when a gentleman gavo 
his word, that no gentleman qnos- 
tiouod it. (Hear, hear). He would 
now inform the representative from 
Cariboo that he had instructed a olerk in 
his department hist week to writo to the 
Gold Commissioner, but it apxiearod to 
him that tho mover did not intend to take 
his word for it, but would compel tho 
Government to act' by this resolution. 
This ho deemed to bo a piece of presump- 
tion and as such would not be submitted 
to by tho Government. With reference 
to tho cancellation of tho lease, ho 
thought it would not bo fair to act hasti- 
ly. Tho company had been communicat- 
ed with in Sau Francisco, and it was fair 
to await their reply and statement as ' to 
what they intended doing.' A certain lati- 
tude should bo allowed to a company 
which had expended some hundreds of 
thousauds of dollars iu ouo district (hoar 
hear), Moreover if tlio laud thoy hold is 
roally so rich how did it happen that tho 
Into Government leased it for bo paltry a 
sum as §250 a year for 25 years ? Ho had 
proviously stated that tho government 
intend to adhero strictly ,to tho law on 
tho subject, and that intention was not 
and would not be alterod, in spito of tho 
junior member for Cariboo, who appar- 
ently desired to control the government 
generally aud. the Lands and Works De- 
partment in particular (cheers) . 

Mr. Mara said that he himself had heard 
the answers of tbo Chief Commissioner to 
Mr. Evuns on two formor occasions, and 
he was sure that thoy were full and all 
that could bo expected (hear). The Chiof 
Commissioner had also given Ins word 
that ho would communicate with tho Gold 
Commissioner and report to Mr. Evans 
thereon, in the face which of tho resolution 
which was uncalled for, and ho would 
certainly opposo it (hear). 

Mr. Smith questioned whether tho re- 
solution was in order as it afl'ucted the 
revonuo of the country (laughter). Ho 
hoped it would bo withdrawn. 

Mr. Evans replied, stating that ho mov- 
ed the resolution with no importiuont in- 
tention, but with tho object of serving 
his constituency (oh! oh!). Ho consider- 
ed his formor questions had been ovadod, 
but as his resolution had given rise to 
some discussion ho would withdraw it. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon (quickly) — No, Sir; 
I object! 

Mr, Walkom — I hopo the government 
will permit tho withdrawal of tho resolu- 
tion. I was not awaro that tho hon. Chiof 
Commissioner had placed himself iu com- 
munication with tho Cariboo Gold Corn* 
missioner or that tho Company in San 
Francisco had been written to. 

Hon. Mr. Hurrrjphroys said that as a 
private momber of tho Houso it had fall- 
on to his lot to uso pretty sovero language 
to tho lato government, but ho had never 
done so unadvisedly or without just 
causo. Iu tho presout instauoo, however, 
ho cou!d not sco that tho junior represen- 
tative for Cariboo was in the least degree 
justified for his attack- on tho Govern- 
ment, and ho (Mr. Evans) had boon al- 
lowed to escapo too lightly. In moving 
the resolution now under discussion ho 
had said tho machinery of tho Lnno & 
Kurtz Co. had boon Bold and oxpressod 
his sorrow thereat; he also said that ho 
heard the maohiubry had been Hold to a 
political partizan of tho present Govern- 
ment. Now, whou any member roso and 
made such a statement ns that it was his 
duty to state his authority for tho asser- 
tion, (hear, hear,) for otherwise it could 
only be regarded as a dastardly imputa- 
tion, ami tho hon. member who would 
cast it stood in no very ouviablo light, 
lio (Mr. Humphreys) had neither respect 
for nor confidence in a man who would" 
screen himself in tho utterance of that 
which conveyed an inforeucn, behind a 
third party, for any hon. member who 
resorted to such a course made somo one 
else bear that which he was afraid to take 
himself. Ho had a much greater respect 
for an hon. mombor who would riso in 
his placo and muko a definite assertion 
on his own responsibility. But tho im- 
putation of tho junior niombcr for Cari- 
boo, if true, would not only affect tho 
Government, but would oxtond to the 
Sheriff of Cariboo— who ho was givon to' 
undorstaud on all sides was a vory estim- 
able mid worthy gentleman — [hoar, hear] 
for tho salo of tho machinery was on- 
trusiod to that offieor, aud of eourso if ir- 
regular, ho must have boon a party to 
such irrogularity. There was not, how- 
ever, ii particle of truth in tho wholo af- 
fair, and ho (Mr. Humphreys) did not 
oaro on which horn of tho dilemma tho 
mover of tho resolution wished to rost, 
as anyhow he would find groat difficulty 
iu getting off it f hoar, hoar J. He did 
not desiro to bo particularly hard on tho 
junior mombor for Cariboo, who was ns 
yet youug in politics, but this was not 



the first timo ho had mado imputations 
oithor in tho Houso or out of it, and it 
was high time that a stop should bo put 
to inueudoes [hear, hearj.-

Mr. Williams asked, has any claim 
boon mado to tho Chiof Commissioner of 
Lands and Works by Messrs. Tolmio and 
Finlayson for laud takon up at Esqtii- 
malt for dock purposes; if so, what is its 
date and amount? 

Mr. Smith roso to a question of privi- 
lege. The quostion was a photograph of 
a quostion asked by Mr. Beavon last wook 
and was therefore out of ordor.

Hon. tbo Promior —Is thoro any qnop- 
tion asked of iuo.

Mr. Davie did not 
advocato a renewal of the charier, nor 
did ho offer any objection to it. 

LIEK LAW BILL. 

Mr. Smith moved that this bill bo re- 
ferred to a select committee consisting of 
Messrs. Tolruie, Humphroys, Smithe, 
Morrison and Smith. Carried. 

VOTEES BILL. 

Mr. Morrison moved tho second read- 
ing of the Qualification and Registration 
of Voters Bill. Ho said it had been caro- 
fully prepared and sought to icdressmany 
grievances which oxist under tho act now 
in operation. Ho hoped that each moni- 
tor of tho Houso when iu committee 
would put forth overy effort to make tho 
bill suoh as would meet tho requirements 
of the country. 

Mr.Smith seconded the motion; he 
considered tho bill a splendid ono and 
hoped that when passed it would put an 
end to changing tho franchise, a courso 
whioh naturally bothered people a good 
deal and rondcrod them iudifforont about 
voting. 

Hon. Mr. Humphroys, whilst congratu- 
lating tho introducer of tho bill, could 
not allow tho opportunity to pass without 
alluding to the bill introduced by the 
lato Government whioh ho characterized 
as tho worst bill ovor introduced by a 
Government universally admitted to be 
tho worst on tho faco of tho earth. (Hear 
hear.) Tho now bill howovor was just 
what tho exigencies of tho country require 
and certainly rollected great credit on tho 
hon. introducer. It would admirably 
suit tho miners of Cariboo aud in overy 
respect ho believed would faeilitato re- 
gistration. It would havo his hearty sup- 
port. (Hear hour.) 

Mr. Beaven Baid that tho bill was near- 
ly word for word with tho billpassod by 
this Honao in 1874. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that he as- 
sisted in drawing up that bill, nnd that 
nearly all the provisions of the bill woro 
provided by tho thon Government who 
woro afraid to introduce the bill themsel- 
ves. Ho referred to the last speaker as 
:i stop-gap iu tho way of public progross. 
(Hear.) 

Dr. Ash said tho bill was out of order. 
It ought to emanato from tho Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Fishor roforred to tha interrup- 
tions by Dr. Ash and said ho (Dr. Ash) 
had nevor risen to a point of ordor that ho 
had not sat down eovored with confusion. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys referred to th^o 
debate on tho Plimsoll Bill in tho British 
House of Commons last year, where Mr. 
Plimsoll bad received the consent of tho 
Houso to introduce tho bill. Tho hon. 
momber for Lillooot had received tho 
coiison t of tho Government to introduce 
this measure. 

Mr; Smith ridiculed tho point of ordor 
and said it was disposod of by tho pre- 
cedent of 1874, when a member for Cow- 
ichau introduced a Franchise Bill. This 
bill did away with tho most obnoxious 
and unjust Act (the Franchise Act of 
1875) that was overpassed in this Pro- 
vince. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Elliott said tho Govornmont had 
givon its consent to this bill being iutro 
ducod by Mr. Morrison. 

Mr. Bnnth'a Bl "d tho Govornment had a 
parfoct right to do that. ; 

Tho Speaker so decided nnd the bill 
was ordered to bo oommittod. 

A discussion aroso ns to whon tho' bill 
should bo committed, the Govornmont 
pressing for its inst.int oommittal. ' j 

Mr. Morrison said the Bill had beon 
boforo tho Houeo five days, but out of 
courtesy ho would oonsont to its being 
deferred till to-morrow. 1
